PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  year  -which  ended  on  the  31st  December,  1966. 

I was  happy  to  commence  duties  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
during  the  last  quarter  of  1966. 

The  number  of  li rebirths  registered  during  the  year  was  fifty-one, 
representing  a decrease  of  sixteen  over  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 
Two  stillbirths  were  registered,  and  one  infant  died  in  the  first  week  of 
life.  Ho  other  deaths  were  registered  during  the  first  year  of  life.  No 
woman  died  as  a result  of  childbirth  or  abortion. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  eighty- seven,  an  increase  of  ten 
over  the  figure  for  1965.  Thirty- nine  people  died  of  heart  disease,  twenty 
three  of  stroke1  and  nine  of  cancer. 

The  only  notification  of  the  occurrence  of  infectious  disease 
received  during  1966  related  to  three  cases  of  measles.  Hox-jever,  three 
new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  but  not  one  person  died  of  the 
disease. 

A more  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
including  a comprehensive  section  prepared  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
will  be  found  in  the  following  pages.

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December , 1966. 

In  the  fieJd  of  housing,  four  houses  and  one  bungalow  were  completed 
at  Llanddewi  Brefi  and  work  was  commenced  on  six  houses  at  Bronnar-t, 

Unf ortunately,  during  the  year  the  total  number  of  improvement  grants 
approved  by  the  Council  fell  from  40  in  1965  to  31.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  in  future  years  more  people  will  take  advantage  of  the  grants  available 
to  improve  their  houses. 

In  April  1966  the  appointment  was  made  of  a Technical  Assistant  in  the 
Department.  Mr.  D.  G.  Harvey  was  appointed  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  had 
settled  down  to  the  work  and  his  services  are  proving  very  useful  in  coping 
with  increased  duties,  particular' ly  under  the  Building  Regulations.

As  in  previous  years  rodent  control  is  carried  out  by  the  Council1  s 
foreman  on  a part-time  basis.  There  were  no  major  infestations  during  the 
year  although  numerous  premises  were  treated  and  the  two  refuse  tips  were 
regularly  baited. 


INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AID  OTHER  FOODS 


General;  Visits  were  paid  to  food  shops,  vans,  etc.  and  the  attention  of 
several  occupiers  were  drawn  to  minor  items  requiring  attention. 
Slaughterhouses  and  butcher’s  shops  were  regularly  visited  for  meat 
inspection  purposes. 

Ice  Cream; 


There  are  no  ice  cream  manufacturers  in  the  area  but  sixteen 
premises  are  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 
for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream.

MEAT  INSPECTION: 


There  are  two  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  both  in  Tregaron, 
and  producing  meat  of  excellent  quality.  The  occupiers  of  both  slaughter- 
houses have  not  installed  stunning  pons  as  required  by  the  relevant 
regulations  where  cattle  are  slaughtered  and  consequently  their  premises  are 
licensed  only  for  the  slaughter  of  calves,  sheep  and  pigs.  One  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses  and  butcher’s  shops  for 
meat  inspection  purposes  which  are  summarised  as  follows :-

FACTORIES  ACT 

There  are  nineteen  factories,  as  defined,  within  the  rural  district. 
Seventeen  of  the  premises  were  "factories  with  power"  and  only  two  were 
"factories  without  power".  The  only  relatively  big  factory  is  the  Milk 
Marketing  Board  Creamery  at  Pont  Llanio.  The  appendix  at  the  end  of  the 
report  gives  statistics  relating  to  factories  in  the  area. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  / DISPOSAL 

The  majority  of  premises  in  the  district  are  now  receiving  a weekly 
collection  of  refuse  and  the  Karrier  Bantam  Dual  Tip  refuse  collection 
lorry  has  proved  to  be  a good  vehicle  of  its  type  as  the  number  of 
journeys  to  the  tip  in  the  course  of  a working  day  has  'been  cut  down. 

Refuse  is  still  disposed  of  by  semi-controlled  tipping  at 
Tyndomen , Tregaron  and  Bryn  Villa,  Ystrad  Meurig. 

WATER  6UPPLIES 

Public  Supplies:  The  Cardiganshire  Water  Board  is  the  responsible 

authority  for  the  water  supplies  of  the  whole  county. 

Water  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Teifi  Pools  Reservoir  which  is 
situated  within  the  Tregaron  Rural  District,  and  all  raw  water  is  fully 
treated  at  the  Strata  Florida  Treatment  Works  which  has  a rated  capacity 
of  900,000  gallons  per  day.  During  1965  work  on  the  mass  concrete  gravity 
dam  at  Llyn  Egnant  was  completed.  When  the  reservoir  is  filled  to  over- 
flow level,  which  is  1,380  feet  a.bove  sea  level,  115  million  gallons  of 
water  is  available.  The  sequence  of  treatment  comprises ;- 

(a)  super  chlorination; 

(b)  coo.guj.ati on  by  the  addition  of  aluminium  sulphate  end 

calcium  sulphate,  which  also  increases  the  permanent 
hardness  content; 

(c)  addition  of  sodium  carbonate  and  sodium  bicarbonate  to 

increase  alkalinity; 

(d)  pressure  filtration  to  remove  colour  and  suspended  matter; 

(e)  addition  of  sodium  carbonate  to  adjust  the  alkalinity  of 

treated  water;  and 

(f)  addition  of  sulphur  dioxide  to  control  chlorine  residual. 

The  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Huw  Prothero,  M.A., 
M.I.C.E.,  A.M.I.Mun.E. , M.I.W.E.,  has  kindly  given  details  relating  to 
sampling  etc.,  which  are  summarised  as  follows :-

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TREGAROI  LIVESTOCK  MARKET 

The  livestock  market,  adjoining  Station  Road,  Tregaron,  is  a well 
known  and  conveniently  situated  centre,  serving  a wide  area.  The  market 
premises  axe  owned  by  the  Council  and  let  to  an  auctioneer  for  the  purpose 
of  holding  livestock  sales.  Regular  fortnightly  sales  are  held,  together 
with  other  special  seasonal  sales  of  livestock. 

The  amount  of  trade  at  the  Market  continues  to  increase  and  in  view 
of  this  the  Council  decided  to  prepare  a scheme  of  improvement  and 
extension.  This  scheme  provides  for  a second  sale  ring,  extra  penning 
accommodation,  loading  pens,  covered  accommodation  for  dairy  cattle  and 
has  been  approved  by  the  Council. 

It  is  hoped  that  work  will  commence  on  these  improvements  during  the 
coining  year. 


public  conveniences 


The  Council  has  provided  five  public  conveniences.  Two  of  these  are 
at  Tregaron  ahd  the  others  at  Pontrhydfendigaid,  Llanddewi  Brefi  and 
Llangeitho.  Routine  cleansing  and  maintenance  is  carried  out  by  the 
Council's  workmen.  All  contain  washing  facilities  consisting  of  washbasins 
with  a supply  of  cold  water,  paper  towels  from  wall  mounted  cabinets  and 
wire  baskets  to  receive  used  towels  In  accordance  with  the  Ministry's 
re  c ommenda ti on  s .

Council  Houses; 

During  the  year  under  review  work  was  completed  on  the  additional 
houses  at  Llwyndewi  Estate,  Llanddewi  Brefi.  These  consist  of  four  three- 
bedroon  houses  and  one  two- bedroom  bungalows. 

As  previously  stated  plans  to  erect  dwellings  at  Brynawel  fields, 
Tregaron  are  held  up  by  the  refusal  of  the  River  Authority  to  grant 
permission  for  an  increased  discharge  of  untreated  sewage  into  the  river. 

A similar  situation  has  arisen  in  Pontrhydfendigaid  in  respect  of  the 
proposed  development  of  the  Wem  Factory  site. 

Work  on  the  erection  of  six  dwelling  houses  at  Bronnant  started  during 
the  year.
